| THE NAME ALTONA 


The name Altona is be- 
lieved to have been given 
to the district by one_ of 
its early pioneers, a Ger- 
man, named Taegtow, who 
came from Altona ~~ a 
small town in Germany Jo- 
cated at the mouth of the 
Elbe River. Mr. Taegtow 


and the Company went into 
liquidation in 1884. 


BROWN COAL 
In 1890, the search for 
coal was taken up by J. 
S. Hosie, of Hosie’s Hotel, 
Melbourne. 


‘A deep shaft was sunk 
at Altona, and coal was 
discovered, but in probing 
the depth of the seam, 
water was encountered 


‘which flooded the workings, 
tand the project was aban- 


doned. A second shaft was 
sunk in 1894, apparently 
with no greater success, 
as the work soon ceased. 


In 1908, the Melbourne 
and Altona Colliery Co. ex- 


tended Hosie’s second ab- 


andoned shaft down to a 
depth of 330 feet. At this 
depth they struck a seam 
of coal some 70 feet thick, 
and between the years 1911 
to 1919 they extracted well 
over 26.000 tons of coal. 
During this: latter period, a 
spur line was built from 
the Altona Beach Station 
to the mine. 

Mining operations ceased 
in 1919, but in 1928 they 
were resumed when the Al- 
tona Bay Estates Company 
sank a new shaft. Mining 
in the district finally ceased 
in 1931. Nevertheless, it

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POLLUTION 


The reported statement of Mr. N. 
Goff, Chief Health Inspector of Sun- 
shine could not have been ignored. 

Mr. Goff is a responsible reputable 
officer and his report that Altona in- 
dustries- are contributing to the main 
source of air pollution in Melbourne 
appears as his considered opinion. 

Cr. D. Grant of Altona, as the re- 
sponsible councillor, could not have 
done less than in presenting to Altona 
Council a strong rebuttal based on avail- 
able data. 

Both he and the Council showed 
their wisdom in refraining from recri- 
minations and their confidence in Al- 
tona’s position by deciding simply that a 
report on air pollution be completed and 
forwarded. for circulation to large news-- 
papers and Health Inspectors. 

Mere ‘denials or directly confuting 
evidence do not fully erase derogatory 
or negative charges. Often a faint but 
indelible impression remains. 

All that Altona Council can do is to 
make public the essential facts, conti- 
nue its close examination and control 
of pollution: within-its borders and full 
co-operation with neighbouring munici- 
pafities to the same end. ‘ 

These are positive steps that will en- 
sure that Altona has a creditable posi- 
tion in relation to air pollution in name 
as well as in fact.

«Combined bus-train week- 
ly tickets to Melbourne 
will be introduced next 
Monday (July 7) on two 
bus routes from Altona 
North to Newport railway 
station. One service goes 
via Blackshaws Road and 
the other via Mason Street. 
They: are two of four 
suburban bus routes in- 
volved in a trial of public

POSTAL CHARGES 
Let us return now to Post 
Office development at Al- 


ona. 

RBollowing the transfer of 
the non-official office to 12 
Pie, ‘Street, in 1921, Sav- 
ings Bank facilities were 
provided in April, 1922. 

In June, 1926, the ma- 
nagement of the post office 
passed from R. A: ~ Blom- 
berg to Herbert Chorley.

During the last financial 
year, more than two million 
postal items were handled 
at the Altona Post Office. 
To cope with the rapidly 
inereasing volume_of postal 
business, the Postmaster- 
General's Department has 
replaced the old fibro ce- 
jment office with the new, 
single storey brick build- 
ing designed by the Com- 
monwealth Department of 
Works, and constructed by 
H. & L. Weaver, of Al- 
tona, at a cost of $86,589. 

The building was designed 
to save money on main- 
tenance.
